Talking with a well known player of 
vrhist in this city the other day, we 
asked him to suggest a few plain rules 
for beginners, and he submitted the 
following: 


1. Lead originally from your longest 


or best Enit. 


2. 
Playing second band put on the 


lowest card of the suit lead. 


3. Playing third hand put on the 


highest card of the suit lead. 


4. 
Should you have a long or strong 


suit, lead from that suit before you re- 
turn your partner's suit. 


5. 
Holding five or more trumps, 


lead trumps at the first opportunity. 


6. Should your partner lead trumps 


always retnrn the trump lead as soon 
a£ possible. 


7. 
When playing fourth hand, take 


the trick with the lowest card you can. 
1C you are unable to take it, play the 
lowest card yon.have. 


8. 
When a suit is lead of which you 


have none and you do not wish to 
tramp, yoar first discard should be 
from your weakest suit. 


9. 
Playing second hand, if a suit 


ia lead of which yon have none and 
you do not know whether your partner 
can take the trick or not, do not trump 
unless yon have less than four trumps. 
II yon have a good tnmp hand—four 
or more—pass the trick. 


10. In returning 
you: 
partner's 


lead, if yon had three or less of that 
suit, lead the highest you hold. If you 
hid four or more, lead the lowest. 


11. If compelled to lead from a suit 


of which you hold three or less, lead' 
the highest. 
If four or more, lead the 


lowest, unless you hold the aca. 
In 


that case lead the ace. 


12. Play or lead the high card of 


your partner's suit as soon as conven- 
ient and hold the large card of yoar op- 
ponent's suit. 
Do not lead their suit 


unless 
necessary, 
and 
then 
lead 


through the strong hand up to the 
weak one, if possible. 


13. If you hold ace, king or others 


ofjsuit, lead king, then ace, indicating 
you have others. 
If you hold but ace 


and king, lead ace first. 


14. Never 
lead 
originally or in 


early part of the play a single or only 
card of a suit, known as a "sneak." 


Thesa are plain, simple rales, which 


if learned and practiced will soon 
make the player a valued partner. 
There ia much to learn besides these, 
which only long and careful playing 
will develop. 
There are finesses tbat

Tho Cooking of Blarken. 


Marken ia a lonely islet on tho Dntoh 


coast, which of late years lias been vis- 
ited by a crowd of strangers who be- 
lieve in going to places out of the ordi- 
nary stereotyped lines of travel. It-is a 
flat, ferule island, and the people pre- 
serve much of the simple manners and 
frugal habits of two aud three centuries 
ago. The old style of wooden shoes are 
worn and make the village streets as 
noisy as a stone crusher. They have old 
fashioned kitchens in their homes, with 
goodly fireplaces, and also little clay 
stoves, in which charcoal is nsed for 
fuel. In a few there are stoves which 
burn coal, but these are a rarity. The 
good housewives preserve foods accord- 
ing to recipes which have been kept as 
heirlooms. Some of the preparations 
are very delicious. They treat fish in an 
odd manner. The fish is thoroughly 
scraped, split and cleaned, put into a 
pot with salt, niter, vinegar and spices, 
including cinnamon, clove, bay leaves, 
laurel, peppercorns, mustard and cay- 
enne.

In Tl.is Way Hie Cnvcrmneiit Has Enen 


Systeiniitloally Koblicil. 


Washington, Jan. S.—Irregularities 


have been discovered in money order 
accounts wliich may result in an enor- 
mous loss to the government. They 
were brought to light by a new system 
of checking accounts of postmasters. 


About three years ago the practice of 


checking money order accounts in the 
office of the auditor was changed so 
that they should be audited by stubs or 
coupons, aud not by the orders them- 
selves, as had been done previously. 
If tbe postmaster's return correspond- 
ed in each item with this coupon or 
stub the account was assumed to be 
correct and was closed. 


The money order itself was never 


checked by the issuing postmaster's re- 
turns, but was only used as a voucher 
for the paving paymaster. When Au- 
ditor Castle took charge of the office he 
discovered defects in the system wii'ich 
made it possible for dishonest postmas- 
ters to rob the government, and ascer- 
tained that there were nine possible 
ways in whidi this could be done. 
He 


then put into operation a new system 
which he believes will cure all defects. 


.One of the most important of the 


changes decided upon was the abolish- 
ment of the coupon entirely and 
the 


checking of both sides o£ the postmas- 
er's account by the money order itself. 
Several cases have already been detect- 
ed in \vhich orders were issued for as 
ligh as ?80 and ?100, and were reported 
l>y the issuing postmaster at $1 or $2 
each. How many such frauds were 
perpetrated during the three years in 
wliich the old system was in operation 
can only be guessed. 


An examination of the 100,000,000 


money orders issued during tin at time 
could be made, the auditor believes, by 
100 men in a year, and if the rate of 
fraudulent orders just discovered con- 
tinues, he thinKs it might be well to do 
this. How much the government has 
lost will not be determined unless such 
an examination is made.
